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Fiscal  1991  Trade  Surplus  Down  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  for  fiscal  1 991 
fell  1 5  percent  from  1 990  to  $1 5  billion. 
The  $3-billion  fall  included  a  6-percent 
decline  in  exports  while  imports 
remained  level.  September’s  trade 
surplus  totaled  $1.1  billion,  $82  million 
below  August.  Imports  rose  6  percent 
and  exports  declined  less  than  1  percent 
in  September  (table  3). 


Soybean  exports  dropped  1 9  percent  in 
value  to  $1 64  million  and  730,000  tons 
in  September.  The  month’s  shipments 
more  than  doubled  to  the  European 
Community  to  183,000  tons.  Other  large 
recipients,  including  Japan,  and  Korea, 
received  smaller  shipments  than  in 
August.  Fiscal  1991  soybean  exports 
were  down  12  percent  in  value  from  a 
year  ago,  and  totaled  $3.5  billion. 


Fiscal  1991  Exports  Down  $3  Billion  - 

Cumulative  agricultural  exports  dropped 
to  $37.6  billion  in  fiscal  1 991 ,  $3  billion 
below  1990’s  level.  Export  value  fell  for 
wheat,  corn,  rice,  soybeans,  and  cotton, 
but  rose  for  tobacco,  horticultural  goods, 
livestock  and  meat  products.  Exports  for 
September  fell  $13  million  to  $2.9  billion. 
Corn,  wheat,  soybean,  tobacco,  and 
cotton  declines  offset  increases  in 
vegetable  oils,  meat  products,  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  nuts. 

Corn  exports  dropped  1 5  million  tons  in 
FY  1 991 ,  to  a  total  of  44  million  tons. 
Value  fell  30  percent  to  $4.9  billion. 

Corn  exports  in  September  fell  1 0 
percent  in  value  to  $380  million  and  1 1 
percent  in  volume  to  3.4  million  tons. 
September’s  shipments  rose  slightly  to 
Japan,  totaling  1 .2  million  tons.  The 
amount  to  the  Soviet  Union,  790,000 
tons,  was  slightly  more  than  during 
August.  Exports  to  Taiwan  fell  6  percent 
to  434,000  tons. 

Exports  of  wheat  fell  in  September  by  2 
percent  to  $280  million.  Volume  eased 
down  to  2.5  million  tons.  Shipments  to 
China  and  Algeria  increased  to  561 ,000 
tons  and  193,000  tons,  respectively. 
Japan  received  slightly  smaller  ship¬ 
ments  in  September,  totaling  283,000 
tons.  Exports  to  the  USSR  during 
September  rose  33  percent  to  1 93,000 
tons.  Other  large  markets  included 
Pakistan,  Bangladesh,  and  the 
Philippines.  Fiscal  1991  wheat  exports 
fell  32  percent  from  1 990  to  $2.9  billion, 
the  lowest  value  since  1987.  Volume, 
however,  fell  only  5  percent.  The  large 
difference  between  the  drop  in  value  and 
volume  was  due  to  the  decline  in 
wheat’s  unit  value  from  $150  per  ton  in 
FY  1 990  to  $107  per  ton  in  FY  1 991 . 


Cotton  shipments  declined  again  in 
September  to  $60  million,  almost  $9 
million  lower  than  August.  Volume  fell 
4,000  tons  to  36,000  tons.  Korea, 
Indonesia,  and  Japan  received  the 
majority  of  the  cotton  shipped.  Fiscal 
1991  cotton  shipments  totaled  $2.6 
billion,  4  percent  below  last  year. 
Volume  dropped  6  percent  to  1 .6  million 
tons.  The  unit  value  for  cotton  rose  $42 
per  ton  in  FY  1 991  to  $1 ,665  per  ton. 


Fiscal  1991  Imports  Stayed  Level  - 

Agricultural  imports  in  fiscal  1991  totaled 
$22.6  billion,  staying  level  with  fiscal 
1990.  September’s  imports  rose  $10 
million  to  $1.8  billion.  Increases  for 
the  month  in  sugar,  coffee,  spices,  ~Z. 
vegetable  oils,  tobacco,  and  meats  -  ; 
offset  decreases  in  cocoa,  fruits,  ancH 
juices.

Americans  today  consume  more  fruits 
and  vegetables  partially  in  response 
to  an  increased  awareness  of  the 
benefits  of  these  products  for  a 
healthy  diet.  Grapes,  melons,  and 
processed  pineapples  had  the  highest 
value  among  fruit  products;  and 
tomatoes,  peppers,  onions,  olives, 
and  canned  mushrooms  topped 
vegetable  products.
